New York Firm Seeks Elephant Grass 
“in Tests For, African Paper Supply 


Somebody has finally fig- 
ured out something to do with 
napier grass — elephant grass, 
you may call it — which grows 
'in annoying abundance almost 
anywhere in the Glades. A 
South African group may be 

qgible io use the grass to make 
paper! 

There's a hitch, of course. 
They'll be using their own nap- 
ier grass, not ours, but there's 
a promise of something on the 
home front, according to Dr, R. 
J. Allen, Jr., assistant agrono- 
mist at Everglades Experiment 
Station. 

‘Allen réported that a New 
York export-import house is 
looking for domestic samples of 
napier grass to test in the man. 
ufacture òf paper stock. The 
big stumbling block with the 
firm is that they're in the test- 
ing business here, and the grass 
an African native, is over there. 

United States Department of 
Agriculture ‘regulations and 
qarantines won't permit grass 

@shipments to enter the U. S. 
from Africa, so` that fact sent 
the New York gentlemen to the 
Quarantine Division of the New 
York area, who said nappier 
grass grows in southern areas 
of the U. S. 

The grass was imported as

seed to uor shores back in 1913 
—for some reason or other — 
and now, according to Allen, 
it grows best in muck and peat 
soils in Florida. 

Loam or clay soils of most 
other southern, states and the 
climate factor generally prevent 
napier grass from growing up 
north.

& Whittemore, Inc. want two 
dry tons of elephant fgrass to. 
fest. That means about eight 
“wet” tons to be harvested. Al-

Mechanical Devices? 
Can Check Speed 


The 1959 legislature authoriz- 
ed the use of mechanical devices 
for the purpose of determining 
speed on Florida highways, but 
said there must be warning 
signs at approaches to such de- 
| vices, 

The legislature gave the Flor- 
ida Highway Patrol permission 
to operate such a machine as 
the familiar radar speed check- 
et, but also gave the motorist a 
break and room for warning 
before running into the path of 
the electronic motorist watcher. 

The patrol was directed by| 
the act to set up uniforms signs | 
along all highways where there 
is a speed watch, stating that 
one was being operated. 

And they must be placed no 
less than two miles from a de- 
vite nor closer than one mile 
from it. In event the device is 
in operation within the corp- 
orate limits of any town or city, 
the legislature said signs so in- 
dicating must be erected on all 
major highways into the muni- 
cipality, not more than 500 feet

Farmers who are hiring work- 
ers for harvesting the fall crop 
were reminded today that the 
Fair. Labor Standards Act sets 
a 16-year age minimum for the 
employment of children in agri- 
culture during school hours. 

The reminder came from 
Sterling B. Williams, regional 
director of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor’s Wage and Hour 
and Public Contracts Divisions, 
the agency which administers 
this law. 

Mr. Williams pointed out that 
children may lawfully work on 
farms before and after school 
hours or on weekends, but their 
place is in the classroom when 
school is in session in the school 
district where the child is cur- 
rently living. Hé said the only 
exception to the law is the 
child working exclusively for 
his parents or guardian. 

An age certificate showing 
that the youngster is at least 
16 is the best protection the 
farmer can have against inad- 
vertent violation. These certifi- 
cates are ugually available from 
local schol bfficials. 

Williams added that the Fed- 
eral child-labor law applies to 
farmers who engage in inter- 
state commerce or ship their 
products in interstate commerce, 
either directly or to firms who 
ship them across State lines in 
their original form or as an in- 
gredient of another product. 


DDT And Water 
Studied By USDA 


Discovery that the behavior 
of DDT in water influence its 
effedtiviness in killing mæ- 
quito larvae is announced by 
the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture at Orlando. 

This previously unknown ac- 


-|tion of the world's most wide- 


ly used insecticide was dis- 
covered by USDA entomolog- 
ists and chemists at Orlando. 
(i The finding came about during 
their attempts to determine 
why simple mosquito-resistance, 
tests in laboratories failed in 
some instances to provide reli- 
able data. 

Employing a radioactive tra- 
cer in DDT, scientists found that 
the chemical rushes to get out 
of suspension in water, either 


to walls and bottoms of con- 
tainers. 

The discovery may help ex- 
plain some of the unpredict- 
able results obtained by mos- 
quito control workers in apply. 
ing the insecticide to ponds, 
lakes, and other breeding areas. 

Field studies are now being 
contemplated to see if changes 
in the manner of using DDT 
will lead to more effective re- 
sults.
